Express  Co.  Money  Order.  When  money  can  not  be  sent  by  either  of  the  methods,  it  may  be 
enclosed  in  a Registered  Letter.  The  rates  charged  for  Post-office  Orders  and  Express  Money  Orders 
are  now  so  low  this  is  the  best  way  to  remit  where  they  can  be  obtained.  We  will  beat  expenses  of 
sending  money  in  either  of  the  above  ways  when  order  amounts  to  $t.oo  or  over. 

No  Goods  Sent  C.  O.  D.  unless  cash  to  the  amount  of  one-fourth  the  order  accompanies  the 
same. 

Seeds  by  Mail.  Sending  seeds  by  mail  is  a very  important  branch  of  our  business,  and  we  are 
prepared  to  fill  orders  promptly  and  correctly  the  day  they  are  received  in  nearly  all  cases.  We 
prepay  the  postage  on  all  seeds  in  pkts.,  oz.  and  quarter  lbs.  at  the  price  given  in  the  Catalogue. 
Peas,  Beans  and  Corn  weigh  about  lbs.  to  the  quart,  and  when  ordering  them  or  seeds  by  the 
pound  sent  by  mail,  a sufficient  amount  should  be  added  to  cover  postage. 

Order  Early.  It  is  Important  to  order  as  soon  after  you  get  the  Catalogue  as  convenient; 
then  you  will  have  your  seeds  at  hand  for  planting  when  you  want  them  ; besides  if  you  want  seeds 
in  large  quantities  they  can  be  sent  by  freight  much  cheaper  than  by  express.

When  cooked  through  and  no  more,  such  Sprouts  melt  in  the 
mouth,  like  the  tenderest  cauliflower,  and  are  equally  good.

Nearly  all  of  the  annuals  can  be  had  in  flower  two 
or  three  weeks  earlier  by  sowing  the  seeds  indoors, 
in  shallow  boxes,  and  placing  in  a warm,  sunny 
window  Use  a light  soil  and  do  not  cover  the 
seed  too  deep.  After  covering-  the  seed,  press  the 
soil  down  firmly  and  keep  moist,  not  wet,  or  too 
dry.  Transplant  the  seedlings  in  small  flats  or 
other  boxes  when  large  enough  to  handle.
